If Johnnie gets a job with a Circus and stays long enough to see 
some of the old timers,with ell the lerge designs on them,well Johnnie 
has sure got to be en honest to goodness showman,If Johnnie enlists in 
the Navy,end steys in over 10 minutes,its even money thet his epidermis 
will flaunt e peinting,if he goes in the Merines,its still even money 
but only if he steys in » yeer or twos;in the Army the odds are 10 to l 
egeinst the men with the needle,unless his outfit is holed up for e 
spell in cemp,The Air Corps elone gives tettooing the blank stere,pre- 
ferring to decorete its chest with the medal pinned on the tumic, 

Tattooing needles are nothing but reguler sewing needles size 12 
the smallest size mede,The tettooer simply clemps 4 or 5 of Mothers 
needles into en over grown mechenicel pencil;fastens e squere buzzer 
thing et the top like the one on your door bell,connects the gedgets to 
the batteries or e motor generetor,and-presto-he is the heppy owner of 
@ modern electric tettooing mechine,The row of needle points being 
literelly pushed into your skin,The thing feels like e bee thet hes 
mistaken you for the honeysuckle, 

In the old days before the electric needle wes thought of,the tet- 
tocers used just one lerge needle end worked on you,2 hrs,efter you hed 
en erm like 5 erms,the everage design tekes from 10 minutes to 9 en hr, 
to put on,end costs you from 25¢ to $5,You take off the bendege in e& 
couple of hours,your erm will get sore end heve e sceb on it for e few 
deys,Something new hes been edded end will stey till they cert you off 
to the hillside, 

Tattooing is older than enything except people,The oldest piece of 
ectuel tettooed humen hide wes dug out of en Egyptian tomb dated 2000 
B.C.The tettooing treil tekes you from Africe to Alaske,end from Sibertie 
to Semoe.Our Americen Indiens tettooed themselves till the Pilgrims 
mede them stop,Jepenese tettooing detes from the year 5005.C.The best 
tettooing hes been done by the Jeps who could reelly give you the needle 
in en ertistic wey when it comes to the designs in dregonsybut in the 
lest 20 yrs.we heve hed Amerieen tettooers who heve become reel artists 
end their work is good to look et, 

Nobody got eround to neming it till the end of the 18th century, 
Cap't Cook officieting,The word is reelly tetteu e Polynesien term, 
properly pronounced in 3 syllebles,with eech vowel given the full 52 
treetment,The deer Cap't not only spelled it tettow but pronounced it 
in 2 syllables es we do now, 
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Tettooing among so-called civilized people shifted into high 60 
yrs.ago,Tattooed clothes became so popular in Jepan that by 1878 the 
Japanese government banned their use except for foreigners ,whereupon 
visiting British nobility,from King George V down,brought back permen- 
ent picture postcards on their high class hides,and English society 
folk adopted the disowned custom, 

In America,our Navy took up the hebit es visual proof of their 
Astfatic cruises,end in 1892,a men of science,Professor Sem O'Reilly of 
New York,invented the electrie tattooing machine, So many N.Y.Hest Side 
school kids got tattooed that in 1903 the Bowery tattooers got hauled 
into court,Ward McAllister hed elreedy geve wernings to the 400 about 
their growing edoption of this most vulgar end berberous hebit of the 
Englishmen,and along the weter fronts,a phrese had come into being,A 
seilor without e tettoo is like a ship without e rudder-unseaworthy, 

A Circus trooper without a tattoo is like a Circus without a band, 

King Oscer of Sweden wes tettooed end so were Kaiser Wilhelm, 
Czer Nicholes 11 of Russia,Queen Olge of Greece and some of our very 
best people in the good 014 U.S.A. 


Mr,P.T.Barnum and Lew the Jew Alberts now step into the picture 
end help the cause elong,Barnum knowing ea hot thing when he sew it, 
imported from Vienna eround 1890 a tettooed Greek named GEORGIUSSTONE 
CONSTANTINE,one of the most genuine exhibits Barnum ever hed, Whether 
or not Georgie had been tettooed by Burmese torturers as they solemnly 
vowed it wes an undeniable fect thet George had en ewful lot of some 
bodys ink under his exterior,He was 22 yrs.old when Bernum imported 


him end hed 388 seperete designs upon his person,complete even to his 
eyelids end between his fingers,Bernum peid him $1,000 « wk, but people 
by the million flocked to see him,end stood around outside our first 
tattoo perlors to be tettooed ell over so they could meke e lot of 
money, 

Lew the Jew Alberts wes ¢ former wellpeper designer who shipped 
out to the Philippines in 1898,Before he left he got himself tattooed, 
liked the idea,end when he got beck to N.Y. ,went into the buisness, 

He could not,however,auite forget his old love-wallpeper,so at night 
he drew thousends of new designs ell over big sheets of peper,Rivals 
from all over our fair lend bought up Jew's designs end hung them out 
side their joints,Thet is why so meny of those sheets of tattoo designs 
look like wellpaper-they ere wellpeper. 

A tettooer is es good es the emount of good sturdy celluloid 
stencils he has,The curves of the humen skin are not e very good can- 
ves for compliceted work,Burt Thompson who lived in Buffelo treveled 
with 611 the lerge well ‘mown Circuses end for meny yrs.he treveled up 
and down the Erie Cenel in e 40 ft,motor boet,up the Hudson to N.Y. and 
mede a good living,In 1906 he was known es the most covered man but 
yet he hed nothing on his fece or hends end pessed ewey in 1937, 

In 1909 The Armed Services benned nude and indecent tattooing on 
its incoming enlisted men,A lot of sailors hed women tattooed on their 
erm and chest muscles and the reeson they hed such tremendous muscles 
wes from meking the girls dence end not from herd work es all idle 
time would be spent in meking the girls dence by flexing the muscles, 

One of the most wunusuel of tettooing gegs,however,was a soldier 
in the French Army beck in 1907 who hed e full generels uniform tetto- 
oed upon him,complete with buttons end medels,All he hed to do to en- 
joy ea promotion wes to undress,One French epeche hed a neet dotted : 
tettooed around his neckywith the inscription Executioner,when cutting 
fallow the dotted line,
